Congressman Hawk’s Supporters Rely- 
ing upon Mis KBenemination in the 
New Sixth Congressional D'«atrice, 

The Hon. R. M. A. Hawk, of Mt. Carroll, III. 
Congressman from the old Sixth District, was in 
the city yesterday, on bis way to Washington. 
Some weeks since it was a question as to 
whether Mr. Hawk could 60 arrange matters as 
to insure his renomination in the new Sixth Dis- 
trict, and bis most earnest and persistent back- 
ers were somewhat worried as to the result of 
the next convention, There is no scarcity of 
candidates who desire to succeed Congressman 
Hawk, against whom there appears to be but 
one cause of complaint. It is oha that be 
bas not been true to his friends the di 
tribution of patronage, and, so far as out- 
spoken opposition is concerned, it has 
thus far been confined largely to  cer- 
tain editors, and more particularly to A.

Some Figures for Michigan 
bitionists to Ponder Over. 
Speciai Disvatch te The Chicago Tridbuna 
LANSING, Mich., May 23.—Aa the radical pro- 
hibitionists of this State evidently intend to 
make the liquor question a prominent factor in 
Michigan politics this fall, I present a few facts 
from statistics just compiled for them to ponder 
on before they put a third ticket in the fleid to 
cripple the Republican party, which bas always 
favored practical temperance work. In 1875 
there were 6,444 saloons in Michigan, as sbown 
by United States internal statistics, that 
had grown up under a stringent pro- 
hibitory law. More 4 Sa- 
loons were crushed out by che passage 
of the tax law, and there are at the present time 
2,444 less saloous in the State than when the pro- 
hibitory law was repeaied. if the reduction of 
the number of saloons decreases the sale of in- 
toxicants, as it stands to reason it must, this isa 
favorable showing for the friends of the tax 
law. When we consider that the population has 
increased during that time neariy 900,000, the 
real fruits of the tax law, then, have been the 
wiping out of 2,444 saloons, despite the 
rapid incrcase in population, and the collection 
of $3,061,686 in taxes from the whisky-dealers 
since 1875. ,Let true temperance men study 
these figures carefully and draw their own con- 
clusions. Radical prohibitionists argue that there 
is just as much whisky sold in Michigan today 
with 4,000 Saloons as when there were 6, but 
such reasoning is illogical and unwacranted. It is 
believed that the amended tax law which 
May 1 will reduce the

that: Saloons in Michigan in 1475, under pronibi-

Tue House ‘did ‘nothing yesterday. The 
Democrats were responsible for the lost day. 
They have taken a position which cannot be 
justified. They refuse to have the Mackey- 
O’Conner case considered. At a safe dis- 
tance they baw! out “Forgery,” but they 
submit no proofs, and will not permit that 
phase of the question to be discussed. There 
is nothing in the charge of forgery. It is as 
shallow a fraud as the tissue-ballots them- 
selves, The arch-demagog of the Demo- 
cratic party—Sam Randall—knows it is 
talse. This is the reason he Will 
not permit the debate to proceed. There 
might be a reason for filibustering on the 
final vote. There can be none against the 
consideration of the case. But Randall feels 
that he has lost caste with his party on ac- 
count of his vote on the Tariff-Commission 
bill. He is trying to regain lost ground. 
From thistime on he will be the most ex- 
treme Bourbon in the House. It remains to 
be seen whether the Democratic party can 
afford to champion the tissue-ballot plan. The 
evidence is overwhelming that the boxes in 
the Mackey district were stuffed by wholesale. 
No attempt at concealment was made. None 
could be made when 1,000 fraudulent ballots 
were put into a single box. The testimony 
is not given by one or two interested witness- 
es, but by scores of impartial men, some of 
them sworn officials of the United States 
who could have no reason for misrepresent- 
ing the facts. The case is so good a one that 
the Republicans who have been in Washing- 
ton attending to their duties and have not 
been able to proceed on account of absen- 
teeism on the Republican side, have 
just cause for complaint. When one- 
quarter of the Whole Republican strength 
of Illinois, and almost one-half of 
the Republican vote of New York, are absent 
from the House in a single day, there would 
seem to be need of a vigorous corrective 
somewhere. New York and Lilinois have 
been the conspicuous offenders. No other 
State had more than one absentee, In all 
the Northwestern country, including Ohio, 
Indiana, Michigan, Lilivois, Iowa, Wiscon- 
sin, Kansas, Minnesota, and Nebraska, there 
was but one absentee in addition to the three 
from Illinois. The solitary exception was 
Valentine, of Nebraska, a very faithful 
member, who was called home by the serious 
illness of his wife. The three IIlinois mem- 
bers were the only ones absent without 
leave, end, so far as is known in Washing- 
ton, without excuse. 


BOSSISM IN PENNSYLVANIA. 

Those who have followed the Independent 
Republican movement in Pennsylvania can 
have no doubt that it is not merely sincere 
but also formidable. It is a revolt against 
Cameronism, which is the Pennsylvania 
synonym for Bossism in its most repulsive 
form, It has the approval and active co- 
operation of many of the strongest Repub- 
lican leaders in the State, including Senator 
Mitchell. Its convention, which is to be held 
in Philadelphia today, will be one of the 
most notable political gatherings since the 
birth of the Republican party. It may be 
expected that its utterances will be bold and 
unequivocal in denouncing boss rule and the 
spoils system, and they will command the re- 
spect of all men who are not tied to the old 
machine by self-interest or political demor- 
alization. The strength of the movement is 
denoted by Mr. Thomas M. Marshall’s posi- 
tive “declination of the nomination for Con- 
gressman-at-Large on the Cameron ticket, to 
which additional significance will probably 
be given by his acceptance of the same nomi- 
nation on the Independent ticket. This 
movement is not an ordinary bolt nor a pass- 
ing defection; it is a deliberate, matured, and 
well-organizea effort to emancipate the Re- 
publican party of Pennsylvania from the 
Cameron dynasty, handed down from the 
father to the son, which has prostituted the 
public service and stamped out individual 
convictions for persona! ends. 

This Independent movement in Pennsylva- 
nia seems to have been unavoidable. Re- 
peated efforts have been made in vain to pro- 
cure from the Cameron clan some tangible 
concession to popular sentiment. Such ef- 
forts have always been met with violence or 
fraud. The men who have dared to dispute 
the absolute rule of the Camerons have either 
been driven out of the party, forced back into 
private life, or overreached by deception. 
All the usual machine tricks have failed in 
the present instance. Don Cameron gave the 
Independents as good a platform in general- 
izations as they could have asked; the reso- 
lutions adopted by his convention were full 
of promise for civil-service reform and held 
but the hand of good-fellowship in the spirit 
of peace and good will to all. Even the ticket 
which Cameron put in the field contained 
elements of concession, and, as a whole, was 
not objectionable. But all this was on the 
surface. Underneath Cameron continued to 
tighten his hold upon the throat of the Re- 
publican party. The Government patronage 
was placed absolutely at his disposal by Ar- 
thur, and he manipulated it to suit his own 
purposes. The protesting Republicans re- 
fused to be cajoled, intimidated, or hood- 
winked any longer. They are now in open 
revolt en masse, and they go into the fight 
with assurance that they will poll a larger 
vote than the Cameron faction, notwithstand- 
ing the latter has the regular organization 
and all the aid of the Government patronage 
and the machine. 

There was probably no other way to deal 
with Cameron. He is the last relic of Boss- 
ism in the Republican party. When the Chi- 
cago Convention was convened a combina- 
tion of three bosses pretended to control the 
destinies of the Republican party. There 
was open rebellion in all three States—New 
York, Pennsylvania, and Illinois — which 
they aspired to rule. The National Conven- 
tion sustained the right of the Republicans 
in all these States to throw off the yoke, and 
the principle of district representation and 
individual liberty triumphed. One of the 
three bosses had the sagacity to estimate the 
full significance of the National Convention’s 
course. He accepted the situation. He went 
to work in the ranks again, and was content 
with the influence which naturally attached 
to his position, without assuming the role of 
dictator and endeavoring to grab all the offices 
or to destroy every man who had dared to dif- 
fer with him. Senator Logan has thus atoned 
in great measure for the error he made when 
he sought to play the boss in this State and 
to whip in all those who refused to acknowl- 
edge hissupremacy. He is today stronger in 
popularsupport than heever could have been 
if he had sought to maintain his position as 
boss after the Chicago Convention had served 
notice that the Republican party was not to 
be ruled by bosses. Mr. Conkling was not so 
wise in his day. He played out his game 
and lost it. He insisted that it was his right 
as Senator to appoint Collectors and other 
Government officers, ana not the right of the 
President as defined by the Constitution. He 
did not understand the lessons of the Chi- 
cago Convention. He thought his New York 
mete sar sorb aga on enough to back up 

his pretensions. He miscalculated his 
strength. He attempted some gymnastics on 
the Senatorial trapeze, and n and broke his

The occasion of Garfieid’s murder and 


him the opportunity to hold fast to all he 
had and to reach out for more, Don Cam- 
eron is the sort of man who must maintain 
himself through spoils patronage or go to the 
wall. He has none of the qualities that 
make up the statesman. He could not ac- 

mmodate himself to circumstaaces as Gen. 

gan did because he had not Logan’s abil- 
ity to fall back upon. His only hope was to 
fasten upon the spoils of his State and wield 
them for bis own purposes, and this is the 
course he has pursued until the better part 
of the Republican party in Pennsylvania, 
after protesting in vain, has revolted openly. 
As George William Curtis has written to 
Senator Mitchell, “Cameronism is spoils, 
pure and simple.” ‘There was no escape 
from the spoils system and its abuses so long 
as Cameron should be permitted to run the 
machine; there was no escape from Cam- 
eron as boss so long as the spoils system 
should remain unrebuked, The Republic- 
aus of Pennsylvania who aspired to rid their 
party of Cameron and the spoils system at 
once bad no remedy except in open rebellion. 

It is too early to say what the result of the 
Pennsylvania election will be, but it is safe 
to predict that the lndependent party will 
grow in strength from day today. It is the 
first step that costs in political revolution; 
after that step has been taken new accessious 
are galned steadily and rapidly. Men who 


‘have not heretofore dared to say their souls 


are their own will soon begin to proclaim 
their independence from the house-tops. 
When the day of election shall come the 
choice will lie between the Independent 
ticket and the Democratic ticket, and when 
that fact shall become evident there will be 
a stampede from the Cameron camp. In any 
event except the election of the Cameron 
ticket, Cameronism will receive a fatal blow, 
and that result will compensate even for a 
temporary defeat of the Republican party.

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SUNDAY TRAIXS. 

The General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church, now in session in Springfield, III., is 
one of the grave and dignified religious 
bodies which annually meet to exercise thelr 
watchful authority over their own sect, to 
point out the great evils which assail Chris- 
tian morality, and issue their warnings against 
the sinful abominations which surround the 
Christian family. To the annual meetings 
of this great body 500 to 600 members are 
delegated every year. One halt of these 
delegates are members of the ministry, who 
leave their congregations and go where their 
pious counsel and their experienced learning 
may be even of more benefit directly to the 
Church and generally to the coustry. This 
body met at Springfield last week, and one of 
the first subjects with which the convention or 
assembly grappled was the abomination prac- 
ticed by the railroad companies of running 
trains on Sundays. The matter was prompt- 
ly discussed, as one of such serious gravity 
should be, and was then referred to the 
proper committee for formal consideration. 

The first impression which the procgedings 
on this subject would naturally suggest to a 
person in the world, as distinguished from 
one holding an official place in the Church 
government, would be that the moral condi- 
tion of the country was so greatly improved, 
and that the many and startling crimes which 
imperil Christian morality and threaten sal- 
vation have so far been overcome, and the 
Devil so far restrained and putin chains that 
the Presbyterian Church was now able to 
take up and consider such minor questions as 
running railroad trains on the first day of the 
week. This of course must be gratifying to 
all Christian people. It speaks most elo- 
quently in praise of the effective work done 
of late years in religious teaching, and in the 
conversion of mankind to an appreciation of 
religious duty, and toa general observance 
of that duty. ‘The fact that this body of able 
and devoted religious teachers could at last 
find time to leave their homes, and their busi- 
ness, and their flocks and devote their labors 
to the lesser class of venial transgressions 
was unquestionably strong evidence that 
mankind had been immensely improved, and 
the greater offenses had diminished not only 
in their enormity, but in their general preva- 
lence. 

The General Assembly, however, has 
marked out a program so extensive that 
itis possible some of the members consider 
it to be their duty to inquire into mat- 
ters other than the transgression of Sun- 
day by running trains, and it is possible that 
society in genera! may fail to see that special 
enormity in traveling on the first day of the 
week which justifies an assembly of such 
theological and disciplinary authority wast- 
ing its time on a question which the world, 
including the Chrisdan world, has practi- 
cally settled long since. The use of railroads 
has become part of the civilization of the 
age, and they are a great agency in pro- 
motion of religion and in the exten- 
sion of Christianity. Steam has ex- 
tended commerce to the remotest parts 
of the earth, and wherever commerce 
has found its way Christianity has aceom- 
panied it. Religion has been promoted by 
all the arts and sciences, and all the inven- 
tions of man have become active agents in 
the cause of religion and morality. The art 
of printing has made the Bibie familiar to all 
the people of the earth; it has made it possi- 
ble for all the people to read the sermons and 
writings of God’s ministers; and today, 
through the agency of the press, there are 
more readers of sermons in the newspapers 
than there are hearers in the churehes. So 
with the railroads, the steainShips, the horse 
cars, the telegraph, and the telephone—all 
these have become agents in the cause of 
public enlightenment and in the cause of re- 
ligion. There is no more occasion to ignore 
these than there is for ignoring the sun and 
the moon, and no more reason for ignoring 
them on Sunday than there is on Monday. 

The Christian world has moved away from 
the non-practical and Puritanical Sunday 
observance. In the first place such an ob- 
servance has no special warrant or author- 
ity in Scripture. Under the old law the 
Jews had the Sabbath or seventh day,,but it 
was ignored by the new law. It has never 
been known under the Christian law. The 
early Christians ignored the Jews’ Sabbath: 
by common consent they met on the morn- 
ing of the first day of the week to celebrate 
the resurrection of the Savior. The Emperor 
Constantine in the fourth century sanc- 
tioned and enjoined the observance of this 
Christian holiday, which in time by force of 
usage became the great weekly day of rest, 
when men abstained from labor, and sought 
that recreation which Nature then and now 
imperiously demands for man and beast. 
The Puritanical Sunday is observed in local 
„Spots“ by limited numbers of persons in 
this country and in England. Elsewhere 
Sunday is a public holiday, on which those 
disposed unite for public worship, but all ob- 
serve as a day of rest. 

Sunday is a great day of rest. Even the 
railroad companies reduce the number of

much as possible on Sunday, A Jaw to com- 


pel men to work on Sundays and to deprive 
them of that day of rest would be repudiated 
by all, and by none more strenuously than by 
those who have no religious reverence for 
the day. That there is labor on Sunday is 
true, but it is part of our civilization; it is 
necessary to keep the agencies of that civill- 


zation in motion. As the horse-cars in cities 


and the buggy or two-horse wagons in the 
country ate used to enable people to get to 
chureh, 80 the same are used by other peo- 
ple for other purposes incidental to keeping 


the day as one of recreation and rest. Where | 
is the obligation that men and women shal! |

walk to and from church? 
on railways are like the telegraph and the 
telephone, and the steamships, the horse- 
cars, the iron-furnaces, the daily paper, the 
private carriage or wagon, the public parks 
and the roadways through the green fields 
and the flower-gardens—all are parts of the 
civilization of the age. 

Whatever may be the final deliverance 
which the assembly shall make on the sub- 
ject, it is unfortunate, perhaps, that this 
question was se earnestly and so prominent- 
ly presented in the session. 


FINAL PASSAGE OF THE GENEVA-AWARD 
BILL. 

The Geneva-Award bill passed the Senate 
yesterday precisely as it came from the 
House of Representatives. The negative 
votes were cast by eleven Democrats and 
David Davis. Several Republicans who were 
known to be opposed to the principles of the 
bill were conveniently absent. Among the 
number were Edmunds and Ingalls. A ma- 
jority of the Senate Judiciary Committee had 
reported in favor of a bill to give the prefer- 
ence in the distribution of the remainder of 
the award to the sufferers by the exculpated 
cruisers, leaving it an open question whether 
the war-premum men or the insurance com- 
panies should come in next after these losses 
had been paid. It is a little odd that, in the 
face of such a report, no Republican vote 
should have been cast against the House 
bill, which includes the war-premium men. 
It is impossible to avoid the conclusion that 
the absence of the Republican opponents of 
the measure Was prearranged. 


The merits of the several propositions con- 


tained in the House bill have been so fully 
considered of late thata full review of the 
subject would be fruitless. The facts can be 
stated in a few words: The direct losses 
have been paid. They took more than 
$9,000,000 of the original award of $15,500,000, 
There is still remaining in the Treasury the 
balance of the award, amounting to about 
$6,000,000, and the accumulated interest up 
to 1877, which is more than $3,000,000, Since 
1877 the fund has drawn no interest. The 
sum to be distributed is, therefore, in excess 
of $9,000,000, or, to be exact, 89.558. 
800. The best legal claim to this money 
is undoubtedly that of the insurance com- 
wanies. Their case isso good in law that 
the war-premium men are not willing to re- 
fer it to the courts. On the other hand, the 
sufferers by the exculpated cruisers and the 
war-premium men have the most equitable 
title to the undistributed remainder. 

But there is no pretense among men con- 
versant with the facts—and by a wide char- 
ity members of Congress need not be ex- 
cluded from this class—that anybody has 
both a legal and a moral claim to the money. 
The insurance companies were invited to 
come forward with their proofs of loss be- 
ore the original commission, and were as- 
sured that if they could show a net loss 
they would be reimbursed. But they did not 
respond. ‘Three companies offered to 
show that they had paid out more 
money than they had taken in, but 
their cases were not sustained. The other 
companies entered no vroofs of loss, and in 
failing to do so virtually admitted that, on 
the whole, their gains had overborne their 
losses during the War period. The suffer- 
ers by the exeulpated cruisers and the 
war-premium men were excluded from 
the terms of the Geneva Cunvention. The 
attorneys of these claimants allege that the 
case at Geneva was one between two Gov- 
ernments; that the United States presented 
its claims aguinst Great Britain, ana that the 
allowance was made with the distinct under- 
standing that the distribution as to individu- 
als should be confined solely in the discre- 
tion of the Government that received the 
money. But their argument proves too 
much. It the Government has the discre- 
tion referred to, it has 4 right to keep the 
money in the Treasury, where the undis- 
tributed balance undoubtedly belongs. 

The passage of this bill will have the effect, 
first, to remove this question permanently 
from the region of discussion ; and, secondly, 
to reduce the surplus by a very appreciable 
amount. If the Government had been living 
closely up to its income, such a bill could 
never have been passed. ‘The attorneys of 
the war-premium men have been busily em- 
ployed in pushing this bill both before the 
Senate and the House. If there is any time 
to be spared from the investigation of the 
whisky lobby, it might profitably be devoted 
to this subject. Virtuous New England, 
which has been almost too good to live for 
the last quarter of a century, may be 
expected to take its superfluous rectitude 
away from the public gaze until the job is 
consummated. The truth is that sufferers 
by the exculpated cruisers and the war- 
premium men have not a better right than 
any other innocent losers by the indirect 
consequences of the War to this money. 
The men whose farms were ravaged and 
buildings destroyed in battle have a much 
better claim upon the liberality of the Gov- 
ernment than the present beneficiaries have 
upou any part of the Geneva award. 


GUITEAU TO PAY THE PENALTY. 

Guiteau is perhaps fortunate in having 
a hopeful counselor. Mr. Reed during his 
career as Prosecuting-Attorney in this city 
had so many murder cases reversed by 
the higher courts that, judging from his own 
experience, he naturally thinks there is no 
case without its little technical flaw—a legal 
hole just large enough for the convicted 
Villain to slip his head through. 

Mr. Reed probably does not give weight 
enough to the circumstance that in his 
whole career as prosecutor in Cook County 
he never tried a man for killing the Presi- 
dent of the United States. Not much “di- 
vinity doth hedge” a President, but even the 
most hair-splitting Judges are inclined to 
hesitate about untying the hangman’s knot 
with the interposition of a technicality for 
the benefit of President-killers. A technical- 
ity that might save from the halter the neck 
of the slayer of a policeman will not be suf- 
ficient in the case of Guiteau. 

It doubtless seems hard to Reed and Gui- 
teau that in the case of the assasin of Presi- 
dent Garfield justice cannot be seasoned 
with a merciful technicality. The plea of 
drunkenness has saved many a neck: so 
has the plea of insanity. It is not to be won- 
dered at that these pleas, worn threadbare 
from overuse, should now and then fail the 
assasin in the hour of need. Numbers of 
red-handed murderers, saved from the halter 
by the lying plea of insanity, walk the streets 
of.every city in the land “clothed and in 
their right minds.” ‘The quality of mercy 
has been so “strained” in behalf of this 


army of lawbreakers that it was quite too. 


weak to cover Guiteau’s case. 
In the course of the annals of crime a 
time always comes when it is very dangerous 
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to kill Guiteau’s crime happened to fall out 
in such atime. Justice has failed so often 


ol late that Judge Lynch, in despair, has put 
on the robes of office and seized the scales. 


It is only a step Trom his “bench” to the 
gallows, In his court technicalities do not 
avail. Here is a murderer taken in the act; 
there is a rope; yonder is a tree which will 


serve as a gallows; soon the body of the 


slayer dMAgies in the air a lifeless lump of 
clay. 

On the other hand Guiteau has had a 
twelvemonth of mercy; every technicality of 


the law has been exhausted in behalt of the 


wretch who deliberately shot to death the 
most honored and most loved man in fifty 
millions of men! Still Mr. Lawyer Reed 
harps upon the insanity theory. He Is solici- 
tous for the honor of the country; he is still 
straining every nerve to “save the American 
name from the everlasting dishonor of hang- 
ing a crazy man”! ‘He is forever begging 
the question. He affronts the public sense 
by the damnéd iteration of a question settled 
authoritatively and finally by court and jury. 
And while Reed becomes almost maudlin on 
the subject of Guiteau’s assumed insanity, 
the assasin himself grinds his teeth with 
rage when he reflects that he stands at the 
foot of the gallows, and that the man he 
is fond of saying he made President 
will not lift a finger to save him 
from dangling at the end of a fope. 
„I must save the country from the disgrace 
of hanging a crazy man,“ exclaims Reed. 
I believe, after all, the President will have 
compassion on me, and at least grant me a 
reprieve until the Supreme Court has heard 
my plea on the question of jurisdiction; if 
he doesn’t do that, he is indeed an ingrate. 
1 made him, and how he has an opportunity 
to serve me, and he ought to do it,” exclaims 
Guiteau, 

Both the assasin and his lawyer utterly 
misapprehend the situation. The American 
people feel that it would bea lasting stain 
upon the name of American justiee should 
Guiteau escape hanging, and President 
Arthur could not, if be would, interfere for 
the protection of the assasin without calling 
down upon himself the fierce denunciation 
of all civilized mankind. 

If Mr. Guiteau and Mr. Reed will take this 
common-sense view of the assasin’s case, 
they will be able to form a more rational 
conception of the hideous nature of the crime 
for which be must soon suffer the extreme 
penalty of the law. It is so black, so mon- 
strous, that it shuts out all compassion— 
blots out all thought of mercy. The deed 
was so cruel, involved such painful conse- 
quences, and wrought such havoc of the 
high hopes of the people that they have no 
patience with the man, be he friend or law- 
yer, who pleads for mercy in behalf of the 
monster who committed it. 

Never was sentence more in accord with 
public sentiment than the sentence which 
dooms Guiteau to the scaffold. The hope 
that it will be executed to the letter is wide- 
spread—universal. There is a disposition to 
accord to this sentence the sanction of Provi- 
cdence—to say:

CREDIT SYSTEM IN THE SOUTH. 

In the returns made of the growing crops 
of 1882 there is a general report that the area 
of land devoted this year at the South to 
corn and wheat is largely in excess of what 
it has been in former years. Under the old 
system of slave ownership, the “gentle- 
man's ambition was to be a “planter.” He 
scorned the plebeian rank of farmer“; he 
did not own a farm, he owned a “ planta- 
tion,“ operated by “overseers,”’ and worked 
by his people.“ For himself he took no 
trouble about business; he had a factor“ in 
the nearest large city, to whom all his crops 
were cousigned, from whom he ordered all 
his bacon, corn, flour, and other provisions, 
and on whom he gave drafts for the money 
to pay all the expenses of his family. As there 
was no check on expenditures they generally 
were in excess of his income, and he was al- 
ways largely indebted to his factor, who 
added to his charges commissions for all his 
purchases and liberal interest on all bal- 
ances due him. When necessity compelled 
a settlement a likely negro was converted 
into cash or a mortgage on the plantation 
executed. When the War broke out and 
the plantations ceased to be productive so 
great was the indebtedness of the planters of 
Louisiana that a single bank held mortgages 
on abouta million of acres.of the land in 
that State for advances made to the nominal 
owners. 

After the War, though the vlanters and 
the emancipated people were reduced to 
the common level of poverty, the old habits 
of shiftlesnegs and improvidence continued. 
The freedmen adopted the old practiceof their 
former owners, and mortgaged their crops or 
their wages to their employers or to the keeper 
of the cross-roads store. The credit system 
had irresistible attractions. The old planter 
made his contracts with his “hanas” to 
allow them a fixed compensation for the year, 
and to advance them so much bacon, corn, 
groceries, and other articles. Under the new 
sensation of “credit at the store” the freed- 
men, like most other men, became profligate 
and lavish in their expenditures. One of 
the writers of this paper some years ago, 
visiting in Mississippi and other Southern 
States, investigated this point, and on in- 
quiry at numerous stores found that the 
freedmen were liberal purchasers so long as 
their credit lasted of canned fruits, sardines, 
and other things of that kind to which they 
had previously been strangers. As they 
purchased these things on credit they were 
charged enormous prices, and also with in- 
terest, and it was no unusual thing to find 
their year’s wages and their credit exhausted 
before the year was expired, and they began 
a second year already in debt. In the same 
way their employers contracted for the de- 
livery of their crops to the city merchant, 
and obtained not only money but credit, and 
their expenditures were in like manner 
swollen by commissions and interest, and 
they were in nearly as bad a condition as 
their hands at the end of the year. 

In spite of ali this, there was the same old 
opposition to the growth of food crops. The 
old planters, as well as their hands, lung to 
the idea that cotton and sugar wereſthe best 
because high-toned crops, and that flour, 
corn, or bacon should be bought from the 
Yankees, who could not raise cotton. Un- 
der this delusion there have been repeated 
seasons when the Southern people have been 
sorely pressed for food,and were without 
money to buy it. In vain has it been pressed 
upon them at home and abroad that each 
piece of land ought to produce enough food 
to feed its occupants; that it ought to raise 
its own hogsand produce its own bacon; but 
the credit system was so deeply rooted by 
long established habits that the change has 
been slow. It has not been until this year 
that anything like a general change of opin- 
ion has taken place, and this year an in- 
creased area of land in wheat and corn is 
considered by many as an experiment. A 
writer from one of the best districts in Ala- 
bama, giving in the New York Sun a history 
of the practical operations and effects of this 
credit system on the white as well as the 
black population of that State, relates the 
following:

It is stated to be no uncommon thing fora 
man with a farm to send elsewhere for corn 
for his own use, paying $1.50 a bushel for it, 
when by a little labor he could produce the 
same on his own idle land at 15 cents a 
bushel, not including the value of the fodder. 
An instance is given ofs one farmer who 
bought a farm last year for $8,900, and sold 
his corn to his improvident neighbors ata 
profit of $2,500, 

The want of intelligent direction in the 
matter of farming is still a great drawback 
to agricultural improvement ip some of the 
Southern States. The old “plantation” 
notions, and the unwillingness to descend to 
the condition of farmers,” still operates as 
a curse to both whites and blacks. Under 
the credit system the whole people are under 
mortgage, and labor is regarded as hopeless 
of any reward. It checks all improvement. 
The struggle is for mere food. ‘The same 
writer adds two striking comments on this 
pernicious system: 

The landed estates of the former |

yielding nothing but debt to the owner and des- 
titution to the tenants, The tenacity with which

He is fond of gaz ~ fe 
iss Columbia's pretty features as depict 
the silver dollar rather than the fraudulent 
store-vorder, who can blame him? 

What is wanted in these Southern States is 
the introduction of Northern thrift and in- 
dustry practically shown by Northern men 
and Northern habits. This has been shut 
out from the South by the criminal folly of 
the political leaders. During the last twelve 
months over 600,000 European emigrants 
have landed in this country, and possibly not 
exceeding 5 per cent of these have gone into 
the Southern States. They are swarming all 
over the Gieat West. The Southern policy 
of having no labor but that which is servile, 
of having a “superior” race to govern and 
an inferior race to labor, of keeping the 
whole political system of those States within 
a few hands, and denying political equality 
outside of a limited class, has been heralded 
the world over. The man who leaves his 
home in Europe seeks a home where he and 
his children will be free, where their labor 
will be honorable, and where a superior or 
governing class does not exist. They would 
as soon think of going to Austria, or to Ger- 
many, or to Ireland for these as to go to a 
country where the Government is kept 
“solid” by forcibly limiting its choice and 
management to a few who claim a birthright 


to govern. 
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JAMES VICK, the noted flower-seed man of 
Rochester, N. Y., who died a few days ago, was 
at one time a compositor on the Democrat of 
that city.

He 
soon found that the traffic was assuming im- 
mepse proportions, and he began charging for 
the sent out. The great secret of his suc- 
cess in the seed business was that be sent them 
all by mail, in answer to orders by mail accom- 
panied by cash. Thus de lost nothing and bad 
no seeds returned to bim unsoid, as is the cas 
with bouses that sell on commission. 


Tue Birmingham (Eng.) Post has been 
furnisned some facts regarding the Irish land- 
lordship of the Duke of Devonshire, father of 
the recently murdered Lord Frederick Caven- 
dish. The Duke's rent- roll in Ireland, it is said, 
amounts to about £40,000 per annum, of which 
half is spent upon his estate. Although non- 
resident, it has been the Duke's babit to visit 
his Lismore estates once a year, generally dur- 
ing the Easter recess. Many years ago be con- 
structed a railway throvgh his estates from 
Fermoy to Lismore, conterring great advan- 
tages on his tenantry, at a cost of £300,000; and, 
although the line bas never paid, t is still kept 
working by the Duke. During the last few 
years another line of railway has been made, 
mainly through the Dadke's instrumentality, 
running from Lismore to the City of Waterford, 
and, to complete that undertaking, the Duke of 
Devonsbire advanced £100,000. The Duke has 
supplied the Town of Lismore, consisting of 
about 5,000 or 6,000 inhabitants, with a good and 
pure supply of water at bis own cost. He bas 
also within the last few years given the land for, 
and completely tenced and properly fitted up, a 
public fair-ground for Lismore. Close to his 
own castle he has built comfortable cottages for 
old and infirm laborers and tenantry: “and 
there are few objects worthy of being sup- 
ported, material or social, to which he does not 


contribute.” 
— . 

Boston Herald (Ind.): After all the influ- 
ence of the custom-house in Massachusetts

BENEFIT TO SMALL BANKS. 


Mr. Cannon’s Amendment BReducing 
the Deposit for Circulation to $10,000, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., May 21.—The amendment 

to the National-Bank bill, which was adopted 

upon Mr. Cannou's motion, and which Mr. Kau- 
dail tried to defeat, will attract considerable at- 
tention before the bill becomes a law. This 
an.endment provides that banks having a capital 
of $15 000 or less shall not be required to de- 
pesit more than $10,v00 as security for their cir- 
culating notes. Under existing law banks of 
$150,000 capital must deposit at least 850,000 in 
bunds to secure circuladon and the minimum 
amount of bonds to be deposited by any bank 
is $00. Nearly 1400 banks have a capiiai 
of 215u.000 or less, and wiil be adected by this 
emendment. Ot the 207 banks whose cbarters 
exovire Feb. 25, 1884, no less than 175 have a Cap- 
itai of $150,000 or tess, and in almost every Case 
these banks have deposited the maximum 
amount of bouds required, and taken the maxi- 
mum amount of circulation allowed. Nearly ail 
of the banks of 55000 capital seem to dave 
taken the waximum circulation—$46,00. Inas- 
much as the profit on circulauon is almost noth- 
ing, it is to be expected that the small banks 
will take advantage of the privilege afforded by 
this amendment it it becomes a law. Not one ot 
them will be required to deposit more than 
$10,000 in bonds. it is estimated that the banks 

affected by the amendment have from 878, 000. 

6 to «100,000,000 in bonds deposited to secure 

circulation. If they sbould all :educe their 

depusits in accordance with the permission 
given in the amendment, the total amount de- 

would be feduced by from 800, 000, 00 
to 000, 0%, and bonds to that amount 
would come upon the market, whiie the cur- 
rency would suffer a serious, though perbaps 
gradual, contraction. When supporting bis 
amendment, Mr. Cannon said he bad no doubt 
that some banks would reduce their desposite to 
the minimum, dat ne felt assured that asu 
ficient number of new banks wouid be organ- 
ized to make up the loss in circulador. I only 

a few banks should take advartage of the 

amendment this might be true, but it will be 

seen that several thousand new banks would be 
needed to fillthe gap it the greater part of the 
existing emali banks shuuid reduce their circu- 
lation to the minimum. It is said, however, that 
under the amendment a large number of smal 
banking institutions in the West will come into 
the Nauonal system. It is expected that the 

Senate will amend the House bill by putting io 

a clause that will compel banks who shall give 

the ninety days’ notice of inteation to withdraw 

circulation to carry out thaciutention. This ud- 
ditional provision is regarded as a very impor- 


tant one.

HIS DEATH.

New Tonk. May 23.—Moses Taylor, the Wall 
street banker, died this morning. The cause of 
death was general decline. He was 76 years of 
age. and his death, though not entirely unex- 
pected, was received with surprise. Moses Tay- 
lor was born in this city on the lith of January, 
1806. At the age of 15 he began the business of 
life, becoming clerk to G. G. & 8. Howland, 
who were then engaged in a very extensive for- 
eign commerce. His activity and fidelity gained 
bim the respect of his employers and the warm 
regard of many personal friends. Having, with 
the consent of Messrs. Howland, frequently 
made small adventures to foreign parts upon

ACCORDING TO RESIDUARY BEQUEST, 
and to deposit the balance in certain designated 
trust companies, subject to the order of the 
Court, This has been done and reported to the 
Master, who has filed hig report. Eariy in June 
the final action of the court will be taken and 
the estate disposed of. It is estimated that the 
$900,000 now in 6 per cent bonds will be about 
the actual sum to be applied to the National 
debt, and this amount bas been placed in that 
form so the executors can tulünl their trust 
under the direction vf the Court simply by can- 
celing these bonds and delivering them to the 
Secretary of the Treasury.

The Safety Fund, Co-operative, 
Marriage Benefit Concerns 
Barred Oat. 


Amendments to the Insurance Laws Sug- 
gested by the Stats Auditer. 


Speciqgi Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ul., May 23.—The Hou. Charles 
FP. Swigert, Auditor of Pubiie Accounts, wday 
issued his fourteenth annual report in rola tion 
of the business of life and accident lusurunce in 
the State of Illinois tor the year ending Dec. 31, 
188]. Thirty life and one life and accident in- 
surance companies have complied with the life- 
insurance laws of this State, and have been au- 
thorized to transact their appropriate business 
in [illinois for the current year. The Pacitic Mu- 
tual Life of Sacramento, Cal., withdrew from 
this State February last, and bas, therefore, no 
authority now to transact new business in this 
State. The Provident Life and Trust Company 
of Pbiladelpb.a is the only new life-insurance 
compaay which bas complied with the law and 
been admitted to transact business in this State 
since the date of my lust report. License was 
lasued to this company March 10 last. 

THE HARTFCRD LIFE AND ANNUITY 

Company receives the following extended men- 
tion at the hands of the Auditor: 


“The Hartford Life and Anguity losura 
Company, of Hartferd, Conn., after Ae. — 
retused authority to operate its so-catied Sulety- 
Fund Department in this Stace, as presented in 
the last report, iuvoked the aid of the courts to 
enforce its demand, and petiuoned the Supreme 
Court for a peremptory mandamus to com pcl 
the Auditor to issue bis authority. A demurrer 
to this aphiteauon wus filed by the Attorney- 
General, which was susimmed by the court, and 
the mandamus was refused. In denying the mo- 
tion fora mandamus, the court held that the 
capiial of the compauy did not su conform to the 
requirements of our law that it would be avail- 
able for the bepetit of the policyboiders in this 
Stute. Petition for a rehearing hus been filed by 
the company. 

Tais ruling ot the Supreme Court thus sus- 
tains the action of the Auditor iu refusing to 
permit certain individuais to operate and carry 
on, by virtue of what i practicaliy a lease of 
certain supposed privileges im the character of 
this Company, a scheme of insurance amung the 
citizens Of this State, upon the credit of the cap- 
ital and funds of the company, which are not 
avullable for their protecuop, and not une dol- 
lar ot which, it i¢ beileved, equid ever be ro- 
covered to indemnify em. 

The Auditor disposes of 

THE CO-OPERATIVE CONCERNS 
in the following paragraphs: 

“In the preceding report of this department 
On the subject of life-insuranuce, reference was 
made to the status, under the laws of this State, 
of cooperative assessment or mutual benetit 
life insurance companies or associations or- 
ganized under che laws of other States, aud an 
Opinion of the Attorney-General of this State 
On this question was printed in full. Notwith- 
standing this, frequeut and repeated inquiries 
have since been received from such associations 
of other States, for iutormauon concern ing the 
requirements of the jaws of this State applica- 
bie to them, and from citizens of this State con- 
cerning their autbority to do business bere; and 
ae the standing apd reliability of insti- 
— dons of thie kind, both of this and other 

tates. 

For the information of such, it may be again 
stated thut, in this opinion, it is beld that the 
benelitg of the amendment of March x8, 174, to 
the General lacurporation law—whbicnh is as fol- 
lows: * Associations and societies which are in- 
‘ended to beuelli the widuws, orphans, beira, and 
devisees of deceased members thereof, and 
where no annual dues or premiuws are re- 
quired, and where the members shalt receive no 
woney or prout otherwise, shall nut be deemea 
insurance companies. —appiy only to assecia- 
tions incorporated under ine act to which it is 
an amendment; that is,to associations incor- 
porated under the General Corporation law of 
this State, which otherwise pronibits companies 
from being moorporated thereunder for the 
purpose of insurance—and chat, as these asséo- 
ciutions are in fact life-insurance companies, 
and have been beid to be such by the courts, 
ana bave been treated as such by the Supreme 
Court of this State, all those which are imcor- 
porated under the laws of other States are not 
reached by the amendmeot above quoted, and 
are subject to the requirements and penaities 
of the Lite- Iusurance laws of this State. In 
view of this vonstructon, it is important for the 
citizens of this State to inquire, when solicited 
to join a coOperative assessment or mutual aid 
association, whether it is incorporated under 
the laws of this State. 

It will be observed, also, that the object for 
which these associations are permitted to incor- 
porate uuder this law, by this amendment, is ‘to 
bevelit the widuws, orphans, beirs, and devisees 
ot deceased members thereof.’ 

“It was brought to the notice of this depart- 
ment, however, that a provision at variance 
with the above restriction was incorporated in 
the plau of a number of these associations, 
whereby the certificates were made to mature 


after the lapse of a certain number of years, 


and become payabie tothe members themselves. 
The attention of the officers was called to this 
fact, and this maturity or endowment feature 
was elit@finated.”’ a ' 


MARRIAGE BENEFIT ASSOCIATIONS, 


The status of the marriage insurance con- 
cerns ia thie State is stated as follows: 

During tbe past year several associations were 
inverporated under the general corporation laws 
of this State for the object. as stated in their pa- 

re of incorporation, of promoting marriages. 
‘be pian, in general terms, adopted for carrying 
out this object, provided for the payment to a 
member, upon bis marriage, Of such an amount 
as should ve realized from an assessment upon 
all the members of the association. It was not 
believed that authority existed in the law under 
which they were incorporated for transacting 
such a bus ness, and, after consultation with the 
Attorney-General, it was decided to take such 
action io reference to them as would bring the 
matter before the courts for determination. 
This contemplated action resulted in the discon- 
tinuance of all these marriage-bencfit associa- 
tions excepting the Lilinvis Marriage Associa- 
tive of Marva, and proceedings bave been com- 
menced against this one io the Circuit Court of 
Macon County to determine its right to do busi- 

ness. 

* AMENDMENTS SUGGESTED. 


Amendments to the laws are suggested by the 
Auditor in the following particulars: 

It seems appropriate in this place to call at- 
tenuon to several particulars in which the life- 
insurance laws of this State are susceptible of 
umeudmeunt in the interest of our own citizena, 
As is well known. there is ao fe- insurance com- 
pany incorporated under any law of this State 
in active operation and reporting to this oflice, 
and the general laws of this State contain no 
provision or authority for the incorporadon of 
auy such company. The same is true rewarding 
uccident-insurance companies. An examina- 
tion of the anoual reports of this department 
will show that Lilinois 18 a profitable fieid for the 
operation of both life and accident business, 
properly conducted. The propriety ot the enact- 
ment of alaw authorizing and providing fur the 
incorporation of life-insurauce Companies and 
accideat-iusurapce companies upan the stock or 
mutual pian is therefore respectfully suggest- 
ed. it would seem that our own citizens Should 
have the same privilege of engaging in the 
business of life or accident insurance which 
they now have of engaging in the fire-insurance 
business. The present law is also imperfeet in 
regard to the admission of a foreign life- 
insurance company, inasmuch as there is no 
provision which makes the deposit of any funds 
in this country a prerequisit to the admission of 
a company ivcorporated under the lass of a 
foreign Government. It is therefore further 
suggested that the law be amended covering 
this point.” 

REPORTS OF RECEIVERS. 

Under this head the Auditor explains the con- 
dition of the affairs of the bankrupt local life 
companies as follows: 

The Receiver of the Republic Life advises me 
that he is now engaged iu proving up before a 
Master in Chancery the allegations of bis bili in 
bis suit furan assessment upon the stockhuid- 
ers of the company to make up the deficiency of 
the assets to meet the liabilities. 

The Receiver of the Chicago Life has been 
enjoined from further conversion of its assets 
and further payment of dividends by the writ 
of error, which was made a supersedeas, issued 
out of the Supreme Court of the United States, 
to review the decision of the Supreme Court of 
this State affirming the decision of the Circuit 
Court of Cook — * perpetuated the 
injJuncuon against company and directed 
the winding up of its affairs. 

The Receivers of the Safety Deposit, the 
Mutual, and the Teutonia Life-losurance Com- 
panies express hope that they will be able to 
realize on the assets uf the companies remainp- 
ing in their bands and make-final dividend to 
the creditors of the estates before the close of 
the year 18.

The Brickmakers Still Ont—How Out- 
side Cities Are Competing with Chi- 
engo— The Bones tn Council—The 
Union Told to Keep Its Hands 0-4 
Farther Reduction Threatened Unless 
the Men Accept Existing Prices—A Cail 
on the Authorities for Pretection. 

The situation among the striking brickmakers 
remains practically unchanged. Those on the 
North Side remain quiet, and no attempt bas 
been made to start work in any of the yards. 
The next meeting of the bosses will be held on 
Thursday. It is stated that C. & A. Price re- 
ceived a letter from Buffalo yesterday offering 
them a million of brick at $6.50 per thousand. 
The freight from Buffalo to Chicago is 
$1.50 per thousand. If, 100,00 Buffalo 
prick can be laid down here at 88 
per thousand, and brick can be brought in from 
Rockford, Porter, Ind., Indianapolis, and Mu- 
waukee at even lower tgures, it would seem as 
if outside competition would shortly settie the 
brick strike very much to the disadvantage of 
Cuicago. The regular rate of wages at all the 
points named is $1.50 per day. 

A meeting of the employing brickmakers of 
the South aud West Sides was beid yesterday 
afternoon iu the room of the Builders’ Ex- 
chauge. Mr. L. H. Harland was called to the 
ebair. Some thirty members of the association 
and half-a-dozen representatives of the North 
Side yards were present. 

Mr. J. Whiting offered the following: 

» Believing this disturbunce amongst the men 
has been caused by certain individuals and offi- 
cers of the union, it is hereby 

“ Resolved, That no member of this organiza- 
tion shall employ or assist in any wander the 
leaders of said strike; that we will not recog- 
nize the union on any condidion in dictating to 
us bow to run our business, or whom we shaii or 
shall not employ. f 

“As there are plenty of men willi to work 
who are kept from dom so by intimidation and 
threats, itis further 

* Resolved, Tnat we call upon the Mayor for 
protection; if no satisfaction can be bad, that 
we close up our business indefinitly and let we 
City of Uhicago get brick as beat it can. 

A monon to lay on the table was lost ona 
viva-voce vote. Ide last section was stricken 
out, and the resoluuons as thus amended were 
carried uvanimously. 

Mr. John McKenna told bow he and Mr. Myers 
had met Williaa; Halley, purporting to repre- 
seut the workmen. At this meet. which was 
entirely an informal one, Hailey submitted a 
proposition that the men wouid accept the 
w paid last summer, and would guarantee 
to work through the sexnuspn at such prices, 
whether brick should go up or down. This 
meeting Was not a formal one, and those pres- 
ent did not claim to represent the associatiun. 

Mr. Moulding. 4 North side manufacturer, 
said that those who used machinery were ready 
to pay the same wages as the South Side men, 
and no wore. 

Mr. McKenna wanted the manufacturers to do 
something definit. If there was to be a fight, he 
was ready for it if others wouid go in. 

Mr. Legner (South Side) moved that the bosses 
pay = cepts per day less than tney had already 
offered. — 

Mr. Toomas Tully seconded the motion, and 
Mr. McKeona moved to lay it on the table. The 
motion to lay on the table was lost.

Mr. Thomas Tully said the result of giving in 
to the union demands would be that brick could 
not be made in Chicago.

He thought the association should 
do nothing for a week, or tiil the ist of June, 
He had modified his views very mued as to trust- 
ing the men, for those to whow be had paid ex- 
tra wages were the very men who had worked 
against him.

Pox«sible Effect in Chicago of the Pitts- 
burg Irouworkers’ Strike—The Manu- 
facturers Prepared to Shut Down 
Rather than Pay More Waces. 

As the Pittsburg iron manufacturers have re- 
fused to accede to the increased scale of prices 
demanded by their workmen, and will prob- 
ably close their establishments, a Tinten re- 
porter, who met a local manufacturer yesterday, 
asked him if he thought che men in this district 
would ask for additional wages, and, if so, what 
effect it would have. "di 

“ I have no idea, said he, “ whether the men 
intend to demand an increase, but, if they do, I 
don't think the manufacturers will give it, for 
the simple reason that they cannot affordit. It 
would be better to shut down. There is no de- 
mand foriroa or nails,and stocks are large; 
and, in my opinion, it costs more today 
to produce iron in this market than it 
is solid for. It © men ask for an 
increase now it is my impression that a good 
many of the works will stop. This is a guod 
time to doit, as the manufacturers have money 
enough to pay their debts, and it would be bet- 
ter to shut up than run on and become em- 
barrassed from week to week by putting paper 
atioat. While we don't want an excuse for cios- 
ing up, | think that course would be pursued by 
many at least if the men demand an increase 
us the trade is at present.“ 

„Mr. O. W. Potter, Superintendent of the North 
Chicago Rolling Mis, said he was free to con- 
fess that the outlook was not very favorabie; 
strikes appeared to be going tbe rounda of ail 
the trades tbis year, though there was nv appar- 
ent reason why. It dad been customary forthe 
Amaigamated Association and the maunufacur- 
ers at Pittsburg to agree upon seme basis of 
rates prior to June lof each year, these rates 
to continue from year to year. Ine couferences 
hold this year bad resulted in no agreement, 
and Munday evening Mr. Potter was not a little 
surprised at a messare frum Mr. Weeks 
announcing that the committee nad adjourned 
sine die without having beuu able 
to arrive at any conclusions. This wus decided- 
ly unfortunate, and jieft matters in a very bad 
way. Mr. Jarrett, the President of the Amaiga- 
mated Association, was, however, a person of 
sense and discretion, and was strongly opposed 
to strikes. It was possibie, therefore, that be, 
if personally satisfied that the present commit- 
tee had not gone over the work in hand as fuith- 
fully and judiciously as they might have done, 
and hud for tuis reuson failed to agree, might 
appoint a new committee to supersede it, whose 
work might in the end prove more satisfactory. 
In the absence of compete details as to the dis- 
agreement of the two committees it was burd to 
say what the outcome would be. He felt as- 
sured, aowever, that whatever grievances the 
association might have would not result in agen- 
eral lockout and strike. Neither the men nor the 
employers were prepared for that. The Norta 
Chicago Muls bad 1,000 men idie in the iron de- 
partment, and the trade was uniformly dull 
throu t the country. men knew, or 
could — if they wished, that the manufact- 
urers bad fa very badiy the past three 
months, and under ail existing circumstances a 
more inopportune time fur a strike could 
searvely be chosen. 
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permission of the

vented. Whatever turn affairs might take Mr. 
Potter felt assured that neither at Youngstown, 
Cleveland, Chicago, nor Spriagfield would there 
be any general lockout. grievances of the 
men, whatever they were, were not so serious 
but that they might be settled amicably.

Prrrssond, Pa., May 23.—The Pittsburg iron 
manufacturers today beld a meeting to consider 
the report of the conference committee with 
the Amalgamated Association.

“OBITUARY. 


The Duke of Grafton. 
New_York Wor d. May 22. 

William Henry Fitzroy, sixth Duke of Graf- 
ton, Earl of Euston and Hari of Arlington, V is- 
count Thetfurd and Viscount Ipswich, Baron 
Arlington and Sudbury, bereditary raoger of 
Whittiebury Forest and ranger of Salsey Forest, 
whose death is this morumg announced, was 
born Aug. 5, 1419. He was the son of che fifth 
Duke by bis marrage with a daughter of Sir 
Cranfield Berkeley. In 1841 he entered the diplo- 
matic service as an attaché to the Embassy at 
Naples, but in August, 1847, shortly after his 
father’s accession to the title he, was elected to 
Parliament for the now disfranchised borough 
of Thetford as a Liberal This seat 
be held with Francis Baring, afterwards 
Lord Ashburton, as his colleague, 
until the death of his father in 1863; and in 1868 
as Earlof Euston be married his coitleague’s 
dauguter. This lady survives him, but is cbiid- 
leas, and the Ducal title passes to his brother, 
Lieut.-Gen. Lord Augustus Charles Lennox 
Fitzroy, wao was born June 2, 1821, and who 
served with distincuon in the Crimea, beimg 
wounded at Inkermann. The new Duke of 
Grafton, who since 184% has been an equerry to 
tne Queen, married, in 1847, Miss Auna Haltour. 
of Berwick, who died ten years afterwards. He 
pas tbree sons living, the second of whom is 
married, and one daughter, the wife of the Hun. 
Waiter Harvord, a brother of Lora Suffield. The 
Graftoa estates in Suffolk. Nortbamotousdire. 
Buck inghawsnhire, and Bunifshire cover au area 
of 32.200 acres, and yieid an annual income of 
some £38,000, to say nothing of valuable pruper- 
ty ia Loadon, around Grafton street and Fitz- 
roy square. The rangerships attached to the 
title varry with them certain valuable privileges 
in the way of cutting underwood and the like. 

The motto of the Fitzroys. Et decus et pre- 
tium recti —“ Both the ornament and the re- 
ward of integrity ""—scarcely recalis the origin 
of the family, and the readers of Junius know 
how well it fits the most conspicuous of the line 
in EBogiish history. Henry Fitzroy, the first 
Duke, was the second iliegitimate son of Charies 
II., by Barbara Villiers, Duchess of Cleveland, 
immortalized after a fashion in the pages of 
Pepys as Barbara Palmer, wife of Lord Castle- 
maine. He was created a Duse in 1675, and 
marries, when she was only 12, the ouly child of 
the Cabal.“ Henry Bennet, Eari of Arlington. 
The young couple received from the King a 
large grant of Crown lands in Bucks and North- 
amptonshire. The Suffolk estates came from 
Lord Arlington. The honor, Lordship, and 
manor of Grafton appear in history long 
before the days of the Restoration. Grafton 
was the seat of Sir Richard de Woodville, 
from whose daughter Elizabeth, Queen of Ed- 
ward IV., the reigning tamily of England de- 
scead, and whose daughter. Elizabeth of Yora, 
married Henry Vil. Richard (then Eari Rivers) 
and his son, John, lost their heads after the bat- 
tie of Edgcote, in 1469. The second Earl was 
the Rivers who was iain “ shorter by the bead at 
Pomfret” by Richard III. The sorrowful Queen 
of Edward IV. was the mother of the young 
Prinees who were smothered in the Tower. 
Their half-brother by her first husband was de- 
capitated with bis uncle. Dynasties were ad- 
miuistered then on strictly Nibilistic principles. 
The first Duke of Grafton, as Lord High Con- 
stable of England. had the grace to fight gal- 
lantly for his uncle, James II., against bis hail- 
brother, the Duke of Moamouth, and also tu de- 
sert his uncle and join William of Orange. Yet he 
did not die in his bed. but was killed at che storm- 
ing of Cork in 160). The third Duke. King 
Charles’ grandson, Augustus Henry, was the 
chiid of Elzubeth Casby, a daughter of one of 
the royal Governors of New York. This third 
Duke, born three years after Washington, was 
Secretary of State and First Lord of the Treas- 
ary in 1765-6, and Lord Privy Seal unt 1771. It 
was upon bim that Junius poured forth all 
his vitriol. The Fitzroys bad been very liberally 
provided for by Courles II., as besides landed 
estates he gave the Duke of Grafton one bere- 
ditary pension of £7,191 12s a year from the 
excise, and another of £5,384 from the post- 
office. These were paid until 1557, when they 
were “redeemed” by alump payment of neariy 
£256.000. Junius’ Duke of Grafton plundered 
his forest of Whittlebury, after the manner of 
all “pereditary rangers,” and made a double 
profit, first by cribbing the oaks whicbd were re- 
served to the Crown for the navy, and then by 
selling them at an exorbitant price to the Ad- 
miraity. 


The Hon. H. C. Newcomb, at Indian- 
apeolis, Ind.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 23.—The Hon. H. C. 
Newcomb, one of the Commissioners of the Su- 
preme Court, died this eveoing after a lingering 
iliness, in bis 62d year. He was one of the most 
upright and able lawyers in the State, and was 


universaily respected and beloved. He at vari- 
ous times filled the offices of Mayor in this city, 
member of the State Legislature, Judge of the 
Marion Superior Court. and Commissioner of 
the Supreme Court. From 1863 to 1868 he was

The lady's” 
busband bad died, the groom explained, and the 
widow was very anxious to dispose of them, and 
had int: usted their sale to Mr. Tarbox. who, un- 
fortunately, was dowu town and would not re- 
turn for some little time. The price of each 
was precisely as given in the ad.“ and the 
groom was very positive that the “lady” 
wouldn't think of letting dom go tor a cent less. 

Why the groom should have given Mr. Tarbox 
away, except on the supposition that be wasn't 
well up in bis business, it was d:ificult to see. 
The fact that Mr. Tarbox was managing the 
gale, however, was enough. The reporter saw 
that be had falleu among old friends, thouga 
fortunately the recogniuon proved to be all on 
one side. 

During the progress of the above talk with the 
groom two strangers drove up ina buggy. One 
was dressed in a shuggy suit. a brown overcoat, 
and a stiff Derby hat, and had a long gray beard 
and a clean-shaven face. The other, a sowe- 
what younger man, was ratber neatly dressed, 
and was apparently in the tow of bis companion.

About Ready with Its 
Verdict. 


The New Rule to Be Voted On Today 
-A Break in Wheat—Are Mem- 
berships Assessable? 


The April wheat committee continued their 
labors yesterday, and listened to a great deal of 
testimony tending to show the value of cash 
wheat fur shipment and miliimg purposes on 
about the last ot April. The general drift of the 
evidence taken was to the effect that wheat was 
too high here for exporters and shippers to 
bandie it. Among the witnesses were H. War- 
ner, H. Spruance, R. Warren, C. U. Milne, C. 
Mair, A. Poole, T. Seymour, Mr. Smith, P. W. 
Dater. 

One shipper amused the audience by testify- 
ing that the clique offered to selihim wheat at 
$1.30 free on board when the price of the 
wheat in store here was $1.36. The price free 
on board was equal to about $1.28% in store. 
Even at this price the witness said the grain 
was too high tu make sales East. 

It also appeared in the evidence that No. 2 
Milwaukee wheat sold at $140 in New York 
when No.2 Chicago was quoted here at $1.45. 
Ocher testimony was given to show why wit- 
— considered that the market was mauip- 
ulated, 

The evidence taken to date is very voiuminous, 
Itis doubtful if any previous committee ever 
made such a searching investigation, and the 
verdict, which may be ex v. will re- 
ceive much attention. 

THE PROPOSED NEW RULE. 

The important amendment to the rules which 
is expected to draw inter wheat to Chicago in 
large quantities will be voted on by the Board 
of Trade today. For the benefit of those inter- 
ested the proposed rule is reproduced below: 

On coatracts for future delivery, the tender 
of a bigher grade of the same kind ot grain thao 
the one contracted for shall be deemed su- 
cient; and all contracts for the future delivery 
ot wheat, made on and after June 1. 188, uniess 
otherwise speciticaily ageed by the eontracting 
parties, shall be understood as for No. 2 wheat, 
und a teuder of No. 2, or a bigher grade of spring 
wheat, or a teuder of No. 2 red winter, ora 
higher grade of winter wheat, shall be deemed a 
sufficient tender in fulflilment of such con- 
tructs. 


A BREAK IN WHEAT. 

On Change yesterday the leading markets 
were stirred up from their very depths, and 
broke badly under a mad rush to sell. Wheat 
deciined two dnd a halt cents from the closing 
Monday evening, and rallied afterwards, but 
wasslumpy again ou the call. boys at once 
reached the conclusion nat the probable passage 
of the wiater-wheat rule today had scared the 
clique and forced them to give up the deal. 
Milwaukee was said to be slinging stuff right 
and left without any concerted action on the 
part of her brokers, some of whom were cur- 
rently reported to have been left out altogether, 
carrying through the storm a big line of wheat, 
while waiting for orders to throw it. 

THE STORY LEAKED OUT LATER

THE LOST BOURBON. 


Wat Became of the American Claim- 
antto Freuen Royalty. 
George William Curtis in Harper. 

It is twenty-nine years ago that, in the edi- 
torial sanctum of the old Putnam in Park piace, 
the question was asked,“ Have we a Bourbon 
among us? The paper which bore the title was 
sent to Mr. Putnam by the Rev. Dr. Hawks, who 
was at that time a literary and historical 
authority in tne city, as well as an elo- 
quent preacher. He stated that entire 
contidence could be reposed in the Rev. Mr. 
Hanson, who wrote the article, and Dr. Hawks 
also said that he knew Mr. Williams, the alleged 
lost Bourbon, and considered him to be a simple. 
trutbful, amiable, and pious man, of ordinary 
intellectual power. The good Doctor aid not 
undertake to express an opinion upon the claim 
of Mr. Williams, but be said that be could speak 
with certainty to the fact that he was not an In- 
dian, and that he was not equal to the iavention 
of complicated evidence to support a fabricated 


story. 

The editors of the new magazine saw at once 
the advantage to their enterprise of so unique 
an article, and it was published in the second 
number. Public attention was soon aroused, 
and for a long time there was a brisk controver- 
sy over the probability of the Williams. claim. 
The strongest argument for it was the appear- 
ance of the claimant. Mr. Williams came oue 
morning to Mr. Putnam's office, and the 
editors descended to see him.

Property of His Bankrupt. 

A case involving $200,000 worth of real estate 
in Bridgeport was yesterday decided by Judge 
Tuley. This was the suit of R. E. Jenkins, as- 
signee of Samuel J. Walker, against Berthold 
Loewentbal and others, to set aside certain con- 
veyances. The property in question is in the 
South Branch Dock Addition to Chicugo,and has 
an extended frontage on the Chicago River. 
There was a first mortgage on the property 
for over $100,000 to thea International 
Bank, executed by Sam Walker, This 
was foreclosed atter Walker had ceuveyed bis 
equity to Eli Kinney, and a decree entered 
ugajost Kinney, the then owner, for about $120.- 
ow. Uncer the foreciosure sale, the property 
was bought in by the loternavuonai Bank, and 
subsequentiy Kinney’s equity of redemption 
was purchased Ly Loeveuthal and others tor 
$20,W0u. Walker, after he went into bankruptcy, 
set up the cinim that his deed to Kinney though 
absolute on ite face Was really only a mortgage 
to secure a debt to Kinney'’s bank. The bill 
ulleged that Loewenthai acquired no title under 
tne transter of Kiuney's equity of redemption to 
bim for $20,000, becausee be acquired it 
with the knowledge that Kioney bought 
itonly as a Miorigeg.d property, and the deed 
to b Was therefvre mvaid. Judge Tuiey 
beld the common law doctrine of mortgages was 
applicable to the present case. The mortgagor's 
title, after he had made default, p us far 
as it could be doue, to the mortgagee. The pre- 
sumption then was that the title to the debt 
pussed also, in the absence of proof (o the con- 
trary, as an equitubie assigoment of the debt. 
As te Assigace of Walker did not offer to pay 
the debt to Kinney, which the deed to him was 
wiven to secure. bis bili would have to be dis- 
missed for failure of a proffer todo equity. The 
evidenee cleariy showed that Leewenthbal had 
no notice the deed to Kluuey was onty a mort- 
gage. Moreover, the suit was not brought in 
time under the Federai statute requiring a suit 
by un Assignee to be brought withia two years 
of his appointment.

ing-machinery, who were eo contident of the 

superiority of the self-binder that they issued 
invitations to all of their principal competitors 
to be represented on the occasion by their ma- 
chives and tairily test the questuon of superior 
ity tor the beneiit of the farmers of Wash- 
ington County. The piace selected for the 
trial was a piece of green and extra 
heavy winter wheat, which, when ripe, would 
yieid nearly fortg bushels per acre. Farmers 
were in atteodance ia large numbers, but the 
only machine that entered the fieid was an Os- 
borne. Upon ascertaining the heavy condition 
of the wbeat,and the consequent difficuity of 
the work to be performed, the agents of all 
other machines weakened, aud deciined to com- 
pete.

A DESPERADO KILLED. 


A Noted Huffian and Murderer Liter« 
ally Riddled with Lead at the Little 
Town ot Fort Spunky, Indian Nation.

Litrue Kock, Ark., May 23.—Ao Indian Ter- 
ritory special says: Moses Silk has been killed 
at Fort Spunky. Silk was drunk aud firmg a re- 
volver indiscriminately when Sheriff Taylor at- 
tempted to take the weapon, but Silk threw bim 
down and threatened to kill him. Taylor got up 
and waiked away, but returned presently and 
shot Silk in the back, and as the latter turned 
shot him again in the breast. Silk staggered and 
seemed biinded, as he fired at a Choctaw Indian 
who wus seated on a stump eating a lunch 
and taking no part in the affray. The 
‘lodian was shot through the hat. 

He leveled bis shotgun at Silk 

and fired both barreisioaded with birdashot into 

bis stomach. Silk now waiked up to Taylor and 
said: “Tayior, you bavexkilied me, but | wunt to 
make friends before 1 die.“ As he spoke he 
seized the Sheriff and attempted to kill bim. As

The morning opened inauspiciously for a May 
Festival. The managers looked out ruefully 
upou falling snow and à cold north wind as un- 
desirable accompaniments to their spring sea- 
son of sung, which presupposed a warm sun and 
genial, baimy air. It certamiy was May by the 
calendar, but December by feeling, and the huge 
Exposition Building is ex posed to every wind of 
Heaven, besides speciyl drafta of its own, and 
has capacities for cooling which are uvexcelled. 
It seemed like opening the doors of a great 
refrigerator rather than of a May tempie of 
song, warm with the genial breath of spring. 
The managers, however, bestirred themselves, 
suspended a curtain to cut off the draft from the 
north end of the building, and set up buge stoves, 
which were taken out of the Warehouses where 
they had been stored away upon the supposiuon 
that winter was over, aud proceéded to do their 
best to thaw out the refrigerator and make it 
comtortabiy habitabie for the evening. To those 
who had overcoats it was 80. 

The wintry prospect, bowever, bad no terror 
for the crowd, for long before the hour of open- 
ing the people were pouring through the red, 
white, and blue tunnels and Out into the ball, 
flodiog their places among the acres of chairs. 
It was au immense audience, lilling every chair 
upon the principal floor aud rising tier upon tier 
tothe summit of the north gallery, while the side 
gullerles were filled with the escorts and friends 
of singers, and the lobbies were occupied py 
fully 1,500 people stand ing. 

It is estimated that there were 8,000 people in 
attendance, to which numder adding the gal- 
leries and singers, tue entire number of peuple 
in the ball was over 9,000. The chorus simgera 
took their places promptly under the huge 
sounding-board, which locked as if it migut shut 
dow u upon them like an extinguisher, the ladies 
ju the centre and the gentieman on the wings, 
rising to the level of the galeries, a ceutre of 
maguificent colors fringed with black. The or- 
chestra, which shares Mr. Tuomas owe prompt- 
ness, was in its seats early and ready for the 
fray. A multitude of electrical liguts shed 
down a brilliant but very, soft light upon 
the audience, and viewed from any point of the 
bali the spectacie was a most imposing one. The 
audience of itself, which was cordial, friendly, 
and enthusiastic, must have been an addidonal 
incentive to the chorus when it rose to its work. 
It was no longer in rehearsal, no longer with 
empty benchea in front of it. It hada some- 
thing to sing to which was ready to bear and ap- 
plaud, and had established that unseen but pow- 
erful magnetie bond of Fmpathy which is so 
strong in its effects upon singers. Mr. Thomas 
was at his desk at precisely 5 o'clock, a model 
of promptness which many. late-comers might 
woll have followed. The eoloists, Miss Winant, 
Who appeared in the place of Mise Cary, the lat- 
ter being unfortunately indisposed from the et- 
fects of asevere cold; Mr. Toedt, and Mr. Rem- 
mertz, Came to their piaves and received a hearty 
welcome from the audience, 

Mr. Toomas raised his baton, and the first 
musical testival of Chicago commenced. The 
opening number was Händels “ Utrecht Jubi- 
late, whose triumpbant méasures one hundred 
and seventy years ago were trst beard, cele- 
brating the peace of Utreeht, in the days of 
Queen Anne. There d aiways a sense of pe- 
culiar titness in Mr. Thomas’ programs, and 
what could have been more appropriate tur the 
fnitial number of a great festival than this 
fervent, jubilant, and riealy instrumented psalm, 
or wbal composer could have been selected bet- 
ter than Händel, Who kuew so perfectly all the 
resources of Voices aud instruments combined 
and bow to display them? Afiera brief instru- 
mental prelude an alto solo introduces the work, 
which wus sung by Miss Wipnant, who evidently 
had not thoruugbly calculated the size of the 
hail, as ber voice was nut elparly audible much 
beyond the centre, thougu in the subsequent 
duet with Mr. Remmertz ner voice showed more 
carrying power. Mr. Tvedt was still more un- 
fortunate, for bis light though very beautiful 
voice could not successfully cope with the im- 
mense space. Mr. Remmert was not troubled 
in this way, and his broad, sunorous voice toid 
with une effect in the little work be nad to do. 
The most of the “Jubilate” is fur the choru 
and from the first to the last measure it show 
itself in spiendid form, prompt in attack, steady 
in its tempos, spirited in movement, and fresh, 
bright, and refinedin quality of tone. ‘The sym- 
patny of the audience was shown at once by its 
prompt recoguition of ius exeeiient work. The 
sopranos and aitos are specially deserving of 
praise. The tenors were not eo strong as either 
of the otber parte, though good in quality, and 
the basses were sonoroys and effective ali 
through the work. Tuk their singing as a 
whole, and considering ® crudeoess of the 
chorus when first organized, it is remarkabie 
how admirably Mr. Tomlins has welded them 
together and bea dne n as well as quan- 
tity of tone be bas secured. itis yet too early 
to compare it with other choruses, for its most 
trying work is yet to come, but it bide fair now 
to stand worthily side by side with the Ciocin- 
nati chorus, and that is prafse enough. 

The secood uumber was the immortal Fifth 
Sympbony of Beethoven, ever fresh and per- 
manent in its beauty. Not one of the nine is so 
popular. and not one of them has been played 
so often by Mr. Thomas, and it may be added 
that there is not one of them td which he gives 
more cure and sympathetic feeiing and expres- 
sion in its interpretation. In this country the 
Fifth may almost be said to belong to the Thomas 
orchestra, All the grander it was on this oc- 
casion by reasou of the unusual number of 
strings, as well as the greatly augmented power 
of the other sections of the orchestra. We need 
not surely say anytbing of the character ot this 
Klorious work, with its wonderful changes and 
pictures of teeling, typical of the great struggie 
of man with fate, as giveo Out in the first four 
notes of its opening theme. Where in the rec- 
ords of works of this Kind can be found more 
lovely melodies, stronger or more dignified 
outbursts of power, tenderer or more beauti- 
ful grace, or a grander song of triumph 
than that great march, into which the whule or- 
chestra bursis after leaving the scherzo? If any 
one felt any unvertainty about the opening 
number, there could be noue about thie. Mr. 
Thomas bad under bimabandof 170 picked

There was no uneveneess, no Weak spots, no in- 
decision. He entered jato the work with the 
enthusiasm of a leader confident of victory, and 
his band shared his enthasiasm.

ELECTRIC LIGHTING. 

A NEW APPLICANT FOR AN ORDINANCE. 

At the Council meeting Monday evening Ald. 
Wickersham introduced an ordinance granting 
permissiuon to Henry Corwith, William C. Grant, 
Edward S. Dreyer, William H. Bradley. and Ed- 
ward Koch to construct and maintaio ia the 
streets and tuaneis of Chicago for fifty years a 
system of underground wires, “to be used ex- 
clusively for the transmission of electricity for 
the purpose of furnishing iight and power, and 
for the transmission of sound.“ One of the 
sections of the ordinance provided that if the 
gentiemen above pamei “ shall desire to form a 
corporation under the general laws of this 
State, or a ‘Yor the pur- 
business incident to 
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transfer all their right, d and interest in the 
rights and privileges berein granted to said cor- 
poration or p, whereupon said co- 
partnership shall be entitled to all the rights and 
privileges granted by this ordinance, subject to 
all the provisions of the same.“ 

For the purpose, if possible, of learning some- 
thing further about this latest attempt to get an 
electric-light ordinance tbrough the Council, a 
reporter yesterday called upon Judge Grant and 
asked him to flash a few electrical. sparks 
of information. on the subject. To this 
the Judge rather demurred, for the reason 
that the ordindnce might never come to 
anything. as te said, and it wasn't the part of 
wisdom to count one’s chickeus before they were 
hatched. One thing he could say, however, and 
that was, that the proposed corporation—for it 
was intended to — one if the ordinance was 
granted—was a bona-tide one, with ye ad of 
capital behind it ready to take bol he 
scheme and make. it a success. Just who the 
other capitalists were the Judge declined to 
state, though heassured the reporter that Mr. 
Corwith, with his cuuvie of millions or wore, 
was not the only oge interested in the project. 

Has your scheme any connection with the 
Brusb Electric Light Compan > whose ordinance 
the Mayor has recently vet 

“None whatever. Tuer - a is for over- 
ground and ours, for underground wires. 1 
think the Mayor was right to veto their ordi- 
nance, for Us reason that this city is experienc- 
ing enough, and too much, of the pole nuisance 
now. These poles and wires are not only un- 
sigbtly, but the wires are a great impediment to 
the operations of the Fire Department. With 
our underground system, which | consider per- 
fectiy feasible, neither of these objections is 
present, and if we get our ordinance I have no 
idea the Mayor would veto it.“ 

“Then your proposed corporation and the 
—— Company ave no connection with each 
other?’ 

None at all.“ 

“ What light do you propose to use?” 

„Well. it wouldu't do to say now. There are 
several good ones in the tield—the Edison, the 
Fuller, and others. Wait till we get our ordi- 
nance, and then fll tell you more about it.”

NO CHIPS OR CARDS IN SIGHT, 
and the taro and roulet tables were only doing 
service as supporters for the elevated heels of 
the four loungers. These four gave 
their names as James Howard, Samuel 
Wilson, Frank Johnson, and Tuomas Wil- 
son. They were arrested, locked up, and 
bailed gut. When their cases were called yes- 
terday morning no defendants appeared, and 
Lieut. Stanton, who was present, instituted a 
nonsult as to the quartet. He stated that, in- 
usmuc as the gambiers had not been caught in 
the act of gambling, mey could not —

Playing Demonstrated by the 
Chicagos. 


Cleveland Worried Out a Game 
from Buffalo and Troy from 
Boston.

The 2,500 people who paid to see the game yes- 
terday between Chicago and Detroit were treated 
to the most exasperating display on one side of 
how not to play base-bali that has ever been 
witnessed in this city. On the part of the Chi- 
cago team every essential feature of good ball- 
playing was conspicuously absent. There was 
neither batting, base-runing, fielding, nor cap- 
taining in their play. They batted like babies, 
didn’t get any chance to run bases, fielded like 
country muffers, and were cached by a man 
who seemed to have lost his wits. For the first 
six innings but one Chicagoan reached first base, 
and up to the beginning of the ninth but three 
bad enjoyed this felicity. Iu the seventh, after 
Gre bad sent a fly to Hanion, Kelly hit a single, 
and when Anson haa given Hanlon an easy fiy 
Williamson batted Kelly to second. Kelly over- 
ran second properly enough, as he bad his eye 
on the ball and was in no danger. With the bali 
in Poweli’s hand Hanion stole in from centre 
field, received the ball from Powell, and 
put Kelly out. Twenty-five hundred 
people and probably sixteen ball- players and 
the umpire saw what was going to happen. The 
only persons who didn’t see it were Kelly. who 
was watching the ball, and Anson, who was evi- 
dently watching nothing at ail, and gave not a 
word of warning. At the opening of the ninth 
inning, with the score 2 to 0 in favor of Detroit, 
Quest got a base on balls. and when Dalrymple 
and Gore each got in a safe hit and ulled the 
bases it really looked as though Chicago was 
going to rally and do something, and there was 
intense excitement in the crowd.

The leading produce markets were genorally 
more active and lower yesterday, some of theim 
being very weak.

Wheat cused off first, owing to 
the less favorable advices from Europe. ‘This 
was the signal for a break in corn, which trem- 
bied badly under heavy offerings for May de- 
livery hy leading iongs. This called out sellers 
of wheat, and oats followed in the wake. The 
pressure caused the temporary disappearance 
of the June premium in wheat, and very much 
reduced the May premium on corn. Provisions 
were rather steady at the outset, but aeclined 
in Sympathy with corn and hogs, then 
closed firmer. Our receipts of grain 
were moderate, with smaller shipments.

Nothimg new was reported in the dry goods 
market. There was a very quiet state of affairs 
in nearly all departments. Prices were Stendy. 
The grocery market was reported fairly active 
considering the unseasonabie weather. Sugars, 
coffees, teas, rice, starch, sirups, and most other 
lines were tirmly held. In the butter market 
there was fair activity, and prices were well 
sustained. Cheese remains weak under a ligbt 
demand and increasing supplies. No changes 
were reported in prices of vils. Trade was 
quiet, owing to the unseasonable weather, but 
previous prices were fully sustained all around. 
Pig-iron continues dull. Coal was in light de- 
mand. 

Green fruits were steady tor oranges and 
lemons. Strawberries were in fair supply at 
$4.002@6.00, according to quality. Eggs were firm 
and bigher, selling at Tanze per doz. The 
hide market shows littie life, there being no de- 
mand from city tanners, and next to none from 
Eastern customers. Grease and tallow are quiet 
at our quotations. Potatoes were firm, and 
prices moved up again, the resuit of light re- 
ceipts all around. Choice old are quotabie at 
$1.60 per bu by the car-iot, and new at $6.50 per 
bri. Wool shows no change. Seeds were in- 
active, prime timothy being quotable at $2.20@

A Minor Cannot Be Licensed as Master 
ofa Vessel. 

The Treasury Department has rendered the 
following decision in auswer te a question as to 
whether a minor can be licensed as the master 
of a vessel; 

TREASURY DEPARTMENT, W ASHINGTON.—SIR: 
Your letter of the jthult. was ul received, 
in which you inguire whether a minor whois a 
citizen of the United States, witbin the provis- 
jons Ot Sec. 1.002, Revised Statutes, can take the 
oath required of a master of a vessel by Secs. 
Liijand 4,220, Kevised Statutes, and thus act 
and be recognized as such. Lou are intormed 
that tbough a minor could take the oath of citi- 
zensbip be could pot execute a valid bond, as it 
is implied in the sections referred to that bo 
shall be legally capable of doing; and, there- 
fore, uq minor sbouid take out marine papers 
that require from bim tbe performance of duties 
which he cannot legally assume. A similar prin- 
ciple was recognized by the department in de- 
cision 3.814 of the synopsis of 1878, upon the 
question of the licensing of a minor as engineer 
ou a steam-veasel, in which case it was held that 
a minor should nut be charged with duties for 
the performance of which be 2 not be made

The People of Colorado Sigh for Ane 
other Silver Metropoiis—The Days of 
'78—Rumoers of New Finds.

DENVER, Colo., May 18.—Since the days of 79 
when Leadville boomed and sprang into exist- 
euce in that lonely mountain glen, all Colorado 
and the entire country have been seeking for 
another such place. Those who have not lived 
in the good old days iu the Centennial State can- 
not realize the importance of the discovery. 
The magic city has been written up times innu- 
merable, until every man, woman, and child 
who has ever read newspapers should be ac- 
quainted wiih at least its bistory, but thé real 
history of Leadville bas never been written, and 
will not until time bas brought cut its peculiari- 
ties and benefits as it brings out the true flavor 
of wine. We are too near the days of 78 and 
‘79 to fully understand Leadville, as we 22 00 
near Appomattox to write the history of the Re- 
bellion. I do not propose now to even attempt 
it, but l wish to make a tew comparisons show- 
lug the reasons why the world, aud particulur- 
ly this pert of it, ia scouring the hills and vaileys 
in search of a pew one. 

When Leadville was first discovered the Cen- 
tennial State was an faut, and a very sickiy 
one at that. The population was small, and 
Denver was au unprepossessing city of half its 
present size, and rather dull besides. The ruil- 
roads languishe d. and were few ip numbers and 
miles. The Denver & Rio Grande system was in 
its infancy, and the mountains were days away 
trom the Capital. 

With Leadville came a wonderful change. 
People flocked in by the thousands, and thuu- 
sands of them brought money with them. In 
the mountains at tithber-line sprang into exist- 
ence u great city of 4,000 peuple. towards which 
two lines of railroad begun to build. As Lead- 
ville grew so grew Denver and Pueblo. The 
number of fertuues made in the great camp 
dun never be estimated, for a goed sized fortune 
made then was net noticed. Huudreds of men 

came witb little and went away nabobs, leaving 

vacancies which were filled by others who uc- 
complished a fortune in turn. Thous&nds of 
these wen who made from $25,000 to a alt- 
million went back to their homes in the Bast: 
same to the large cities where they pissed into 
the retirement of a social quiet life, and others 
tu hamicts and villayes to become bine rs 
wootders, so that when it is ——

The report shows that there are an even hun- 
dred missionareis among the Indians, Mormons, 

and New Mexicans, while during the past year 
the board has commissioned Lan men in ali the 
States and Territories, who have preached in 

ver 3.000 pluces, with a total membership of 
63.041, and a membership in congregations in 
addition of 119,689. The church debts canceled 
by the efforts of these missionaries during the 
year amount to $75,023, and eighty-one church 
edifices have beeu erected. 


FINANCES OF THE BOARD. 


The report of O. D. Eaton, Treasurer of the 
board, wus also included. It shows disburse- 
wents during the year of $403,108, of which 510. 
065 care from the churches, 818. 1 from the 
Sabbath-schools, $63,688 from the women, $65,- 
267 from tegacies, $63,417 from individuals, and 
$10,877 from interest ou permanent and trust 
funds. The disbursements were $457,068, of 
which $358,229 was for missionaries and $17,606 
for salaries and traveling expenses, The board 
has permacent funds amounting to $193,960, of 
which only the income is available. 

The report cioses with the list of contributions 
from the different presbyterivs, the list_of con- 
tributing churches amounting to 4,026. 

The Rev. Wiljiam C. Roberts, Secretary of the 
rd, tollowe and gave a brief account of 
THE ROUTINE WORK OF THE BOARD, 

showing how tle members of the organtzation 
scrutinized every detail of the business and 
caretully guarded the application of these trust 
funds. The bUpard was made upof business 
men who weretgapable and conscientious, with 
varying talent@ wbich enabled them to view all 
sides of a quesyon. Whenever the people came 
in contact with’the members of the board they 
found that the ‘members had been misjudged 
and were not deserving of objecting speeches. 
Tne needs of the presbyteries bad always been 
considered, but they were so numerous that not 
more than one-fifth of them can be responded 
to. Churches were to be sustained in those 
places where the fields were poor. The wor 
nad been pushed in the outside frontier fields 
witb gratifying success. 

In cone lusion the speaker advised the as- 
sembiy to * make haste siowly in dealing witb 
the work of the board. He discouruged any 
changes, and believed that the present status ot 
the work was the best. Me deprecated all rev- 
olutionary measures, and asked for prayerful 
consideration of the needs of the board. 


WORK AMONG THE IMMIGRANTS. 


The Kev. Dr. Phraner, of Sing Sing, N. Y., fol- 
lowed eh an address on the work to be «done 
among the thousands of immigrants arriving 
daily at the seaboard. No heip could be gotten 
from them, but work was to be done among 
them.

He wanted no, sentiments, side 
representatiogp in the matter. He wanted the 
presbyteri¢s fo hold to their constitution»! 
rights. The majority had submitted a report 
only after prayerful consideration. They were 
there only for peace. He was tired of threats, 
tired of reasouing, tired of conclusions which 
would admit that money was higher than Pres- 
byterian Mig: — 

The Kev. Artbur Mitchell, Secretary of the 
committee, fdliowed in behalf of the minority. 
He said that the minority had been engaged in 
the cousideration of the question quite as long 
as the majority. lie had no objection to 
a presbytery directing the home missions, 
provided it tirnisbed the money. When the 
presbytery keeps witbin its own bounds the 
board has no idea of interfering. The majority, 
in their fifth’ proposition, forbid the discretion 
of the organ of the whole Church in judging 

THE NECESSITIES OF EACH FIELD. 
They should be bound to consider this. Presby- 
teries, as a body, will often take action which 
will not be indorsed if the members were acting 
on their individual responsibility. In one case, 
a presbstery bad, in fifteen minuies of amiable 
weakness, undone all the work which its own 
faithful committee bad done fur one year 
before. It was an advantage that the board wus 
more removed from the neighvorly and parti-

The Rev. W. E. Hamilton, of Colorado, spoke 
in bebaif of the minority, arguing, from the 
standpoint of the home missionary. that u com- 
mission from the board was the highest puaran- 
tee to the laborer on the frontier tield, assuring 
him of the support of the whole Church.

THE REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE 
on Home Missions was then taken up for final 
action, and ali the recommendations adopted 
witbout devate. 

The Moderator annaunved that Gov. and 
Mrs. Cullom were to give a reception at the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion Thursday eveniug, to which a 
general invitation to the commission had been 
extended. The Moderator was instructed to 
send fraternal greetings to the United Presby- 
terian assembly at Monroeville, III., and to the 
State Congregational Council at Geneseo. The 
Assembly theu adjourned after the usual no- 
tices bad been read. 

After adjournwwnt the friends of the minority 
report of the Special Committee on Home Mis- 
sions were jubilant over their success in having 
the whole matter deferred. They claim that this 
is a decisive victory for the friends of the su- 
premacy of the whole Church, arguing that the 
State-rights doctrine is squeiched by this refer- 
ence, which leaves the system just where it was 
before—as desired by the minority of the com- 
mittee. 

THE POPULAR MEETING IN THE EVENING 
wus devoted to the subject of the home missions, 
and a large crowd gathered in the Second Pres- 
byterian Church to listen to the brief addresses 
ou the subject. The meeting was presided over 
by Dr. John Hall, of New York, who delivered 
the opening address. He said he was simply 
present at the assembly to answer questions and 
explain the workings of the board. of which he 
wus au officer. He began his lifes work in the 
home mission fleid, and always lelt au interest 
init. He wanted special sermons ou occasions 
where collections were taken up for this pur- 
pose, and greatet courage among the brethren 
in explaining the cause. 

Interesting addresses were also made by Dr. 
Kendall and Dr. Roberts, the Secretaries of the 
board, Dr. Robinson. of Rochester, V., the 
Bev. Dr. C. L. Taompson, of Pittsburg. Pa., and 
the Rev. Dr. Denison, of Bloomington, III.

Sr. Louis, May 23.—The publication in the 
Globe- Democrat this morning of the informa- 
tion, received at a very late hour, that ex-Judge 
Horatio M. Jones, a most distinguisbed member 
ot the bar, was the author of the article in the 
Chronicle for which Judge Laughlin, of the 
Criminal Court, demanded persoual satisfaction, 
and bad threatened to shoot Editor Waterloo, 
removed to some extent the threatening ap- 
pearance of affairs. There was, however, an- 
other sensanonal scene in the Criminal Court 
when ex-Judge Hayden, attorney for W at@rioo, 
appeared and further urged a dismissal of the 
contempt proceedings. Judge Laugullu re- 
plied: a was not my purpose 
to say anything about this mutter 
this morning. The néw aspect of things changes 
it very materially in my judgment. I bave 
taken or made no effort to investigate the 
matter, Judge Hayden, of the power of the 
Court to puvisb as for a criminal contempt any 
publication, and if it has the wer, and wus to 
exercise it to its utmost, While that might 
technically be a suflicient atonement for the 
wrong done a public tribunal, it could never 
wipe out the stain done the honor ot the indi- 
vidual. If Mr. Waterioo wants to have this 
matter determined on its merits, and 
bas as much respect for me personally 
as I have for him persoually, he would not shield 
himself behind the technicalities of the law, 
but would face in an open, manly way the cun- 
sequences ot his act, as any man should do. | 
am inclined to agree with you that there is no 
power here to punish for this contempt, if it be 
one. If upon the investigation of this matter 
I haa reached that conclusion, I would have said 
s0,and my duty, as I conceive it, would have 
been ended. If the law gives no remedy to this 
public court for any particular wrong dope it, 
the consequence of that is witb the law und not 
with me. When I left this building last vient ! 
did so under the conviction and with the pur- 
pose of throwing off the badge of servitude 
that I wear now and of again becom- 
iug a private citizen.
